Alberta gasses rebates

Albertans may be left in 
the cold this winter after 
the province announced 
yesterday it would be 
shelving the natural gas 
rebate program for the 
2009/10 fiscal year. 

“Given that our commit¬ 
ment to encouraging ener¬ 
gy efficiency and conserva¬ 
tion, we have decided that 
the natural gas program 
won’t be renewed for the 
upcoming fiscal year,” said 
Energy Minister Mel 
Knight. 

It has homeowners, like 
Calgary single mom of 
three, Karen Olsen, steam¬ 


ing. Olsen, who has resort¬ 
ed to using a space heater 
to save money instead of 
bumping the thermostat 
up on chilly days, said her 
pocketbook is going to take 
a serious hit. 

“Em just sick of the gov¬ 
ernment sa3dng they will 
help you and then they just 
take it away. It’s just get¬ 
ting ridiculous,” she said. 

Homeowners received a 
rebate on their natural gas 
bill when the price of natu¬ 
ral gas jumped above $5.50 
per gigajoule, but prices 
have hovered under $4 for 
several weeks. 

The province’s decision 
also has Scott Hennig of 
the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation scratching his 


head. With gas prices down 
— and forecasted to be 
down for some time — and 
the rebate inactive for the 
past two months, Hennig 
wonders why the program 
was axed. 

“When prices are high 
people get a bigger rebate, 
when the prices are low, 
they get no rebate or a 
smaller rebate,” said Hen¬ 
nig, noting that savings 
were $33 and $35 on the 
average bill in December 
2008 and January 2009, re¬ 
spectively. 

“It costs the government 
nothing right now and a lot 
of families need that help 
when prices are high.” 

Having no rebate pro¬ 
gram will create problems 


for Edmonton’s low-in¬ 
come earners, especially 
when gas prices soar much 
higher during the winter, 
said the Edmonton Social 
Planning Council. 

“It’s going to hurt low in¬ 
come individuals only if 
the rebate is not replaced 
with something else,” said 
John Kolkman, a research 
and policy analysis co-ordi¬ 
nator with ESPC. 

Kolkman suggests the To¬ 
ry government should con¬ 
sider in its budget to offer 
rebates to households to 
green up their homes as a 
way to replace the now- 
dead natural rebate pro¬ 
gram.

ROADS Drivers and city 
crews are gearing up for 
the token Edmonton sea¬ 
son change — from win¬ 
ter to roadwork. 

Maintenance workers 
have begun to fill 
potholes ’round the 
clock. Officials say recent 
favourable road cond¬ 
itions mean the dawning 
of the pothole apocalypse 
right around the corner. 

“The potholes haven’t 
gotten as bad as they’re 
going to get,” said direc¬ 
tor of city roadway main¬ 
tenance Bob Dunford. 
“During the spring thaw 
is when we’re going to 
see them really bad.” 

An army of 3-1-1 opera¬ 
tors is gearing up for pot¬ 
hole complaints, which 
trickle through phone 
lines each year as the ice 
begins to melt. 

In the first two months 
of 2009, crews repaired 
14,000 potholes — 1,500 
less than last year. 

“In the last couple of 
years, a lot of funding has 
gone into the repaving of 
roads — we’re starting to 
see some of the benefit of 
it,” Dunford said. “It’s 
something we have to 
keep up, because we want 
to see the overall 
condition of roads at a 
better state.”

Students and staff at a cul¬ 
turally diverse Edmonton 
college say many who 
come to Canada for work 
often face challenges to 
advance their careers.

“When you think about 
the downturn in the econ¬ 
omy, the reality is that 
sometimes those hidden 
prejudices kind of come to 
the surface on a more glob¬ 
al basis,” said Elaine 
McPhee, a NorQuest co-or¬ 
dinator. 

About 60 per cent of the

school’s students are from 
outside North America and 
dozens of languages are 
spoken in the halls. 

“We know (the chal¬ 
lenges) are a reality for stu¬ 
dents who come here,” 
said McPhee, who added 
there are a number of pro¬ 
grams available to help 
newcomers in Edmonton. 

“In order to have healthy 
markets, we need to be uti¬ 
lizing our newcomers to 
their fall potential.” 

A new report from the 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities suggests im¬ 
migrants to Canada are 
highly educated, but will 
never meet their potential. 

The report says working- 


age immigrants are twice 
as likely to have degrees, 
but are four times more 
likely to be unemployed 
and are less likely to bene¬ 
fit from their education. 

“Racism doesn’t exist — 
it only exists in a person’s 
mind,” said NorQuest stu¬ 
dent Ammad Jutt. “Once a 
newcomer comes to Cana¬ 
da, their education is sud¬ 
denly different. 1 have 
known people, who were 
doctors in Pakistan, but 
they come here and 
they’re nursing assistants.” 

The federation is urging 
Ottawa and provincial gov¬ 
ernments to do more in 
recognizing foreign cre¬ 
dentials.

Immigrants fare better in suburbs 

New study finds big cities are struggling to meet their labour needs

Recent immigrants in 
smaller suburban commu¬ 
nities are faring better 
than those setting roots in 
big cities when it comes to 
jobs, incomes and home- 
ownership, says a new 
study that measures new¬ 
comers’ life quality across 
Canada. 

While the majority of all 
types of immigrants still 
settle in big cities, an in¬ 
creasing number of estab¬ 
lished immigrants — those 
who come under the eco¬ 
nomic class as investors 
and skilled professionals — 
are headed to smaller com¬ 


munities. Also, immigrants 
here as dependants under 
family unifications, or as 
refugees, are more likely to 
concentrate in big cities, 
said the report, released 
Thursday by the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities. 

The number of newcom¬ 
ers settling in Toronto sub¬ 
urbs, for example, grew by 
an average of 72.5 per cent 
in 2006, while Toronto re¬ 


ceived 29 per cent fewer 
newcomers in the same pe¬ 
riod, as did other tradition¬ 
al gateway cities, such as 
Vancouver, Montreal and 
Ottawa. 

The suburbanization 
trends, partially a result of 
Ottawa’s push to spread 
immigrants evenly across 
the country, have led to a 
lose-lose situation for large 
and small communities 


alike: While big cities are 
finding it harder to meet 
their labour needs with the 
exodus of well-educated 
and highly skilled immi¬ 
grants, their smaller coun¬ 
terparts struggle to accom¬ 
modate the influx. 

“This report shows we 
need a new collaborative 
approach to immigration 
policy and settlement,” 
said the municipal federa¬ 
tion’s president, Jean Per¬ 
rault, mayor of Sher¬ 
brooke, Que. “Municipal 
governments are where im¬ 
migrants go first for help, 
but we are not consulted 


on immigration policies or 
programs and we do not 
have the resources to pro¬ 
vide the needed services. 
It’s time for a change.” 

The federation, which 
represents 1,775 communi¬ 
ties covering 90 per cent of 
the population, said munic¬ 
ipalities need federal fund¬ 
ing to provide culturally 
sensitive services, such as 
translating garbage pickup 
schedules, more affordable 
housing, recreational pro¬ 
grams, public health servic¬ 
es and new ways to deliver 
services to newcomers.

Ottawa seeks

Fritzi given life in psych ward 


COURTS Josef Fritzi was sen¬ 
tenced to life in a psychi¬ 
atric institution on Thurs¬ 
day for locking up and rap¬ 
ing his daughter over 24 
years, fathering seven chil¬ 
dren with her, and causing 
the death of an infant son. 

“1 accept the verdict,” 
the 73-year-old Austrian 
told the court after the 
unanimous decision by the 
three-man, five-woman ju¬ 
ry in St Poelten. 

The trial outcome can¬ 
not be appealed. 

Court officials said Fritzi 
would return to St. Poelten 
jail for the time being 


pending transfer to an in¬ 
stitution for mentally ill of¬ 
fenders where he could get 
therapy. 

They said his condition 
would be re-evaluated in 
15 years and, in theory, if 
he were deemed cured, he 
could be released. 

Fritzi had pleaded guilty 
in the four-day trial to in¬ 
cest, rape, enslavement, 
coercion and murder, by 
neglect for confining his 
daughter, now 42, in a pur¬ 
pose-built, windowless cel¬ 
lar under his home for al¬ 
most a quarter century.

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Don’t get shocked by energy salesmen 


On the web 


n an investigation, 
CBC News: Market¬ 
place has exposed the 
tactics used by door-to- 
door salespeople work¬ 
ing for some big energy 
companies. 


Most everyone has heard 
complaints about sales 
agents selling contracts for 
natural gas and electricity, 
and using their powers of 
persuasion to get you to 
sign up and lock in to a 
fixed price. It’s a decision 
that could save or cost you 
hundreds of dollars. 

With so much at stake, 
the sales people are sup¬ 
posed to follow provincial 
codes of conduct govern¬ 
ing their behaviour during 
the sales pitch. The rules 
state they can’t mislead 


How not to get had: 

• Read Wendy Mesley's tip 
sheet on how not to get 

consumers, make false 
statements or misrepre¬ 
sent who they are, nor can 
they exert undue pressure. 

But during sales pitches 
caught on tape in a hidden- 
camera investigation, 
every sales agent is seen 
overstepping the rules. 

One salesperson record- 


sucked in by the high- 
pressure sales tactics em¬ 
ployed by some. 

ed during the investigation 
promises that signing up 
for an electricity contract 
would lead to savings: “In 
five years guaranteed. 
There’s no way the price of 
hydro is going to stay the 
same as it is today.” 

In fact, over the last 10 
years, when comparing the 


best gas prices of retailers 
to the prices of the public 
utility in Ontario, 44 per 
cent of the time, con¬ 
sumers would have lost 
money by locking in; 56 
per cent of the time, they 
would have saved. As for 
electricity, consumers have 
fared far worse. Using On¬ 
tario data since August 
2005, fully 100 per cent of 
the time, consumers 
would have lost money by 
signing up for even the 
best retailer rate compared 
to the public utility. 


Shane Pospisil of the On¬ 
tario Energy Association is 
a top lobbyist for the in¬ 
dustry. He concedes the 
pitches caught on camera 
misrepresent the contract 
being offered. “We would 
find this behaviour unac¬ 
ceptable,” he says, adding 
that “major self-regulatory 
initiatives (are) underway.”

It 
was also the first time 
since December 2004 that 
the index has risen in eight 
straight sessions. 

“What’s been impressive 
is the way that this contin¬ 
ued, and unlike in the 
States, where you have had 
a couple down days, we 
haven’t had that. We’ve 


seen the market keep go¬ 
ing,” said Gavin Graham, 
director of Investments at 
BMO Asset Management. 

Shares of Suncor Energy, 
the key driver behind the 
rally, rose seven per cent to 
close at $33.40, while En¬ 
Cana Corp. closed up 4.8 
per cent at $53.02. 

Shares of gold miners 
rallied as the price of gold 
shot to a three-week high 
as inflation concerns flared 
when the Fed said it 
planned to spend $300 bil¬ 
lion US on long-dated 
Treasuries. 

“If they are printing lots 
of extra dollars to do all 
the buying of these Treas¬ 
uries, it’s probably a good 
idea to have something 
you can’t print,” Graham 

said. REUTERS

N.Y. advisers

Duo facing lifetime in jail 


The former New York state 
comptroller’s top fund¬ 
raiser and pension invest¬ 
ment chief were arrested 
Thursday and charged 
with taking millions of 
dollars in kickbacks from 
money manager firms. 

More than 20 invest¬ 
ment deals made by the 
state’s $ 122-billion U.S. 
pension fund were “taint¬ 
ed” by the kickbacks, and 
five of the investments in¬ 
volved The Carlyle Group, 
one of the world’s largest 
private equity funds. 

Hemy Morris, who was 
the fundraiser for former 


comptroller Alan Hevesi, 
and David Loglisci, who 
was the state pension 
fund’s top investment offi¬ 
cer, were charged with se¬ 
curities fraud, bribery, 
money laundering and oth¬ 
er crimes in a 123-count in¬ 
dictment. 

The two were also 
charged in a civil com¬ 
plaint by the U.S. Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Com¬ 
mission. 

If convicted on all crimi¬ 
nal charges, Morris and 
Loglisci would each face a 
lifetime prison sentence.

Brazil court backs native land in watershed ruling 


BRAZIL Brazil’s Supreme 
Court upheld the creation 
of a native Indian reserva¬ 
tion on the northern bor¬ 
der in a landmark ruling 
Thursday likely to 
strengthen indigenous 
rights against farmers and 
big business.

Jays ace Halladay

BASEBALL Jays ace Roy Halla¬ 
day remains intensely pri¬ 
vate, while at the same 
time exuding a quiet confi¬ 
dence. Nothing ever seems 
to bother him or penetrate 
his aura of certainty. 

But, yesterday, when 
asked his feelings about his 
former locker buddy and 
teammate A.J. Burnett, Doc 
candidly admitted that it 
wasn’t only Burnett who 
had trouble co-existing in 
the Jays clubhouse early in 
the relationship. 

“It was definitely both 
ways,” Halladay said of the 
professional and mutual 
angst for both men. “They 
label you as the No. 1 guy 
and you have a guy here 
who has more talent than 
you that you know, as soon 


as he figures it out, you’re 
not going to be there any¬ 
more. It’s a different feeling 
than in the past where it’s 
just kind of handed to you. 
You have to embrace that 
and work with it.” 

The first-year-and-a-half 
Burnett’s numbers and fo¬ 
cus were not as good as 
they should have been and 
his relationship with Halla¬ 
day was strained. 

There is no fear or resent¬ 
ment left in Halladay. He is 
sincerely happy for 
Burnett, watching him re¬ 
ceive a huge, five-year, $83 
million ff ee-agent contract. 
The Jays were likely not as 
happy since that has to be 
where Halladay’s negotia¬ 
tions for ’ll begin.

As other sports falter, 
soccer keeps growing 



ednesday’s 
press con¬ 
ference to 
announce 
Vancouver 
will join the MLS in 2011 
came as no surprise to 
many. 

It’s a club with a rich his¬ 
tory of developing talent 
and producing winners, and 
one that had the financial 
backing, as well as the polit¬ 
ical support, to make it hap¬ 
pen. 

And despite the pleas of a 
few loudmouthed, protec¬ 
tionist soccer pundits who 
believe it should remain an 
American league, the MLS 
made the right decision by 
expanding to Canada again. 

MLS will appease those 
short-sighted soccer patri¬ 
archs, as early as today, 
when it unveils a long-term 
vision for the Pacific North¬ 
west and announce Port¬ 
land as the 18th MLS fran¬ 
chise — which will join in 
2011 as well.

Again, really no surprise. 

But it was at that same 
Vancouver press conference 
that MLS Commissioner 
Don Garber dropped a col¬ 
lective bomb on those 
watching when he an¬ 
nounced the league has 
plans to expand to 20 teams 
by 2012. 

So what? 

Well, to make that point 
clear — it’s the beginning of 
what appears to be a severe 
recession in the U.S. 

And at a time when eveiy 
other major sport in North 
America is either looking at 
contraction, job cuts or has 
no plans for expansion in 
the near future — soccer is 


continuing to expand. 

The NHL has as many as 
10 markets in serious finan¬ 
cial trouble. We learned at 
this year’s NBA All-Star 
break that 12 of its teams 
will accept a financial 
bailout from the league to 
the tune of $200 million. 

And even the NFL, with 
its rock-solid business mod¬ 
el, appears to have backed 
off on its near future expan¬ 
sion plans. 

That’s in contrast to the 
situation in soccer. Earlier 
this week, MLSE, which 
owns Toronto EC, revealed 
that it is looking to expand 
BMO stadium by as many as 
20,000 seats — which 
would double the current 
capacity. 

That’s music to the ears 
of the MLS, which is going 
to anger those poor U.S. soc¬ 
cer patriarchs once again 
when two Canadian cities 
— Ottawa and Montreal — 
become the frontrunners 
for the 2012 expansion. 


Win for Portland 

It appears Canada will not 
get a third Major League 
Soccer team. 

At least not yet. 

Just two days after the 
MLS announced Vancouver 
was getting a franchise be¬ 
ginning with the 2011 sea¬ 
son, league officials have 
scheduled a news confer¬ 
ence in Portland Friday 
where it's widely expected 
the city will be awarded a 
team. 

Awarding the league's 
18th franchise to Portland is 
a blow to Ottawa, which 
along with St. Louis was 
one of four finalists for the 
two new MLS teams. The 
main stumbling block to Ot¬ 
tawa's bid was the lack of a 
place to play. Ottawa Sena¬ 
tors owner Eugene Melnyk 
is trying to secure land and 
partial funding for a stadi¬ 
um.

Some films are best tested 
with a clean slate — that 
is, if you have no 
preconceptions about 
them whatsoever. Duplici¬ 
ty is probably not one of 
those movies. 

For instance, you should 
know that, contrary to the 
fact Duplicity was written 
and directed by Tony 
Gilroy, it’s much less pen¬ 
sive than his directorial de¬ 
but Michael Clayton. In 
fact, it plays more in tone 
like a cross between 
Ocean’s Eleven and Mr. & 
Mrs. Smith. 

Also, be warned — Du¬ 
plicity has a convoluted 
plot that, in spite of its 
lightness, carries the hefti¬ 
ness of a giant. 

A romantic thriller set in 


the world of corporate es¬ 
pionage, Clive Owen and 
Julia Roberts are well-cast 
as two global agents 
turned corporate spies 
with a sketchy past. 

See, before stumbling in¬ 
to each other in the private 
world, Roberts romanced 
Owen before drugging him 
and commandeering 
Egyptian air defence codes 
in his possession. Now 
working on opposing sides 
of rival pharmaceutical gi¬ 
ants, the pair are either 
rekindling their love or 


conspiring for revenge 
against each other — we’re 
never sure, and a constant 
flood of flashbacks only 
add to the confusion. 

Now, there’s no denying 
the chemistry between 
Roberts and Owen (remem¬ 
ber how good they were to¬ 
gether in 2004’s Closer?) 
and Gilroy’s panache for 
style and dialogue certain¬ 
ly carries a lot of weight. 
But as clever and adept as 
his script is at creating un¬ 
certainty in his characters’ 
motives, it’s also the film’s 


fatal deficiency. 

Sure, there is some fun 
play, but after a while all 
that (ahem) duplicity be¬ 
tween Owen and Roberts 
feels pretty cumbersome 
to a simple moviegoer 
looking for escape on a Fri¬ 
day night.

REVIEW Despite the emer¬ 
gence of documentaries as 
a viable box-office force, 
nature docs have remained 
firmly on the cinematic 
sidelines. Saving Luna 
makes the case that such 
films might have a place in 
the mainstream and al¬ 
most succeeds, albeit, in 
spite of itself 

The film chronicles the 
plight of an Orca whale 
that appeared off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island 
in 2001 and endeared him¬ 
self to nearby residents in 
Gold River. 

Saving Luna was made 
by Suzanne Chisholm and 
Michael Parfit, who came

to Gold River to write a 
news story about the 
whale and became enam¬ 
oured of it. 

Parfit’s narration, 

framed like a children’s 
story, comes off as conde¬ 
scending and his long pas¬ 
sages of exposition grow 
tiresome. But by becoming 
a participant in Luna’s sto¬ 
ry (he and partner 
Chisholm actively lobbied 
the DFO over the situa¬ 
tion), Parfit breaks a jour¬ 
nalistic fourth wall, ir¬ 
reparably damaging the 
film’s credibility. 

Still, Luna is a charming 
whale, a fact that shines 
through the film’s clunky 
and at times one-sided sto¬ 
ry telling, and makes this 
worthwhile viewing.

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Buddy movies a favourite 



he new issue of 
Vanity Fair says 
Paul Rudd may be¬ 
come “this genera¬ 
tion’s Jack Lem¬ 
mon.” It’s a particularly as¬ 
tute observation given the 
release of this weekend’s I 
Love You, Man, a buddy 
comedy co-starring Rudd 
and Jason Segel. They play 
an odd couple; BFFs with 
nothing in common except 
friendship. 

If that set-up sounds fa¬ 
miliar, it should. Lemmon 
was a buddy film pioneer 
and his popularity helped 
establish the genre as a top 
Hollywood mone 5 miaker. 
As The Odd Couple’s Felix 
Unger he had the classic 
buddy picture one-liner, 
“I’m a neurotic nut, but 
you’re crazy,” a joke that 


wouldn’t be out-of-place in I 
Love You, Man. 

Without Lemmon bounc¬ 
ing wisecracks off a mis¬ 
matched on-screen pal in 
The Odd Couple, Buddy 
Buddy and even Grumpy 
Old Men, there may never 
have been a Planes, Trains 
and Automobiles, Pineapple 
Express or Swingers. 

It can be argued that bud¬ 
dy comedies have always 
been a Hollywood staple. 
Abbott and Costello or Lau¬ 
rel and Hardy were making 
them long before Lemmon 
and Tony Curtis donned 
dresses and camped it up in 
Some Like It Hot, but the 
Billy Wilder film about two 
musicians who witness the 
St. Valentine’s Day Massacre 
and flee the state disguised 
as women sets the template 
for the modern buddy flick. 

The basic formula is there 

— colliding personalities, 
wisecracks and comic con¬ 
flict between the two actors 

— but most important is 
the chemistry between 
Lemmon and Curtis. Sparks 
have to fly between them or 
the whole thing will fall 


flat. Brett Ratner, director of 
Rush Hour, calls great 
chemistry between actors 
“an explosion in a bottle” 
and says it’s crucial to the 
success of any buddy pic. 

Other on-screen pals in¬ 
clude Danny DeVito and 
Arnold Schwarzenegger as 
fraternal twins in Twins, 
Blazing Saddles’ Gene 
Wilder and Cleavon Little, 
and Greg Kinnear and Pierce 
Brosnan as a unlucky busi¬ 
nessman and a has-been as¬ 
sassin in The Matador. 

So why have the movies 
endured and prospered 
over the years? Maybe it’s 
because they make good 
date movies. Perhaps men 
like them because they’re 
about male bonding and 
women like to see how men 
behave when they’re not 
around. Says Bariy Levin¬ 
son, director of Diner: “It’s 
amazing how different 
things are when guys are 
with guys and guys are with 
women.”

Combining elements of 
numerology, theology, fa¬ 
talism and the notion of 
alien life in what is 
basically a glorified disas¬ 
ter movie. Knowing 
accomplishes the improb¬ 
able combination of 
giving us way too much 
and yet not enough. 

When his son’s school un¬ 
earths a 50-year-old time 
capsule, troubled professor 
John Koestler (Nicolas Cage) 
comes across an odd docu¬ 
ment scribbled with seem¬ 
ingly random numbers. 

During a bout of whiskey- 
soaked inspiration, howev¬ 
er, Koestler discovers that 
each set of digits provides 
the dates and locations of 


eveiy major disaster that’s 
occurred since the capsule’s 
burial. 

Impossible, right? Wrong. 
And worse, he determines 
that a few of the dates are 
about to arrive sending 
Koestler forth on a race to 
prevent devastation. 

Of course there’s more to 
it than that — like creepy 
albino humanoids that in¬ 
explicably appear in the dis¬ 
tance for no apparent rea¬ 
son or the mysteriously- 
placed black stones that 
seem harder to clean up 
than sand in shag carpeting. 
But many of these strange 
occurrences, although nifty 
enough, just seem unneces¬ 
sarily inconsequential. 

No stranger to science fic¬ 
tion, director Alex Proyas (I, 
Robot) may have been too 
wrapped up in the mystery 
of it all to just focus in the 
area where he truly suc¬ 
ceeds: The action. 

Whether it’s the film’s re¬ 
markable subway wreck or 
a mesmerizing plane crash, 
Proyas captures a sense of

I Love You, Man is a star- 
filled and unabashed 
mainstream comedy that 
leaves the audience feel¬ 
ing pleasant whether they 
like it or not. 

Normally this type of 
filmmaking can be irritat¬ 
ingly predictable, but 
writer/director John Ham¬ 
burg packed his cast with 


the right talent and toys 
with conventions just 
enough to make audiences 
remember why the well- 
worn formulas worked so 
well in the first place. 

In keeping with the out¬ 
put of club Apatow, this 
movie is both realistically 
raunchy and surprisingly 
sweet, and features an 
unironic romantic ending. 

Paul Rudd stars as a re¬ 
cently engaged guy with 
no candidates for his best 
man. 

At the encouragement of 
his fiancee, Rudd embarks 
on a series of awkward 
man dates to find a new 
best friend. What follows 
is a hilarious and surpris¬ 
ingly insightful portrait of 


male friendship as well as 
a gentle parody of roman¬ 
tic comedy conventions 
with two dudes as the on¬ 
screen couple. 

It’s an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally smart variation on 
the most popular contem¬ 
porary comedy form, aided 
by an absurdly funny cast. 

Rudd and Segel’s small 
guy/gangly guy duo look 
like a classic comedy team 
and their offscreen friend¬ 
ship gives them natural 
comedic chemistry. 

If they were the only 
funny characters in the 
movie, it would score con¬ 
sistent laughs, but a vast 
supporting cast of comedi¬ 
ans that includes Jon 
Favreau, Andy Samberg, JK 
Simmons, Aziz Ansari and 
others takes the movie to 
another level. 

Almost every scene con¬ 
tains a moment of hysteri¬ 
cal improvisation from the 
stacked cast, while still re¬ 
taining a strong structure 
from Hamburg’s clever 
script. 

This may not be a movie 


with ambitions of great¬ 
ness and it does have one 
unfortunately boring 
straight girl role for Rudd’s 
fiancee, but 1 Love You, 
Man still generates enough 


laughs to be easy crowd 
pleaser. Plus, it does it all 
without insulting your in¬ 
telligence. 

This is about as good as 
mainstream comedy gets.

Music fans watching wallets 



Music lovers across Canada are dealing with financial dilemmas 
associated with the recession.

David Silverberg is your 
typical music fan. The 
Toronto-based writer buys 
about seven albums a year 
and goes to shows every 
six weeks. Or at least 
that’s what he did until 
the recession forced him 
to take a hard look at how 
he spends his cash. 

“Fm definitely buying 
less music and going to 
less concerts,” he says. “1 
can put my money towards 
more applicable things. 
Concerts are nice an enjoy¬ 
able, but not necessary.” 

Thousands of music 
lovers across Canada are 
dealing with the same fi¬ 
nancial dilemmas as Sil¬ 
verberg right now, and 
many are choosing to cut 
back on their music con¬ 
sumption. 

Aaron Brophy, Chartat- 
tack.corn’s managing edi¬ 
tor, says the fans who will 
abandon their regular con¬ 
cert-going routine first will 
be people who have lost 


their jobs. “They won’t be 
purchasing tickets or al¬ 
bums or band t-shirts any¬ 
more,” he says. 

Luckily, in the Internet 
era, cash strapped fans can 
connect to artists in ways 
other than bu 3 dng albums. 
Silverberg has turned to 
MySpace, where many acts 
stream full albums, and he 
frequents a Toronto Blues 
bar Tuesday nights because 
the music is good and, 
more importantly, free. 

Legal downloading is an¬ 
other way to listen to mu¬ 


sic relatively cheaply. Digi¬ 
tal albums often cost less 
and buying a few 99 cent 
tracks won’t hurt the pock¬ 
et book as much. 

“Pursuing legal down¬ 
loads is the way things are 
going, and you would 
think that might speed 
up,” says Paul Gagnon, who 
teaches financial strategies 
at Toronto’s Harris Insti¬ 
tute, a music management 
school. “Hopefully people 
do capitalize on that idea. 
It only makes more sense 
now to focus on digital de-

lively for content.” 

Clearly, people’s music 
buying habits will shift if 
the recession continues, 
but so will the way they 
find out about upcoming 
bands. At the beginning of 
the year Chart Magazine 
abandoned its print prod¬ 
uct to go exclusively on¬ 
line, MuchMusic cancelled 
The New Music in Decem¬ 
ber, and now a funding 
shortfall at Canada’s pub¬ 
lic broadcaster could put 
indie music station CBC 
Radio 3 in jeopardy. 

“Cancelling these pro¬ 
grams affects the artists 
and the potential fan base 
for those artists,” says 
Gagnon. “Will they still get 
exposure elsewhere off of 
TV?” 

The answer to that is 
yes, though it might be¬ 
come harder to reach that 
critical mass if music news 
is found on disparate 


blogs. However, while 
there are more music blogs 
than ever for fans to pe¬ 
ruse, Brophy thinks people 
will continue to turn to 
brand name publications 
to get their music fix. 

“(Blogs are) fun, but in 
the long run, actual report¬ 
ing with depth and diverse 
content will win out,” he 
says. 

Gagnon agrees. “It’s not 
too late for music maga¬ 
zine’s to build their brand 
online,” he explains. “They 
still have the best access to 
artists and have talented 
writers. They can capital¬ 
ize on that.” 

Silverberg was never an 
avid music mag reader, so 
the decline of Chart, Harp 
and others, hasn’t affected 
him too much. His method 
of staying in the know is 
not only cheap, it’s the 
main way music fans have 
been connecting to artists 
for decades. 

“It’s about word of 
mouth,” he says. “1 have 
friends that are inside the 
music scene, so 1 just listen 
to them.”

Breaking new ground 

Dance-punk duo Matt & Kim push musical boundaries

Being a Canadian band is 
tough — long road trips, 
cold winters and immense 
competition can derail the 
most focused act, but 
throw in non-English vocals 
and the odds of making it 
are nearly impossible. 

But, francophone five- 
piece Malajube have defied 
the odds — their all-French 
debut Trompe L’oeil was 
nominated for three Junos 
in 2007 and a Polaris Prize, 
and they’ve toured exten¬ 
sively throughout the U.S., 
something most Quebecois 
acts only dream of 

“We had no hopes,” says 
drummer Francis Mineau, 
on the phone from Mon¬ 
treal. “We thought we’d 
maybe sell at least the first 
run of copies and tour in 
Quebec a bit. The success 
was overwhelming.” 

Now that the entire 
country is into the frenetic 
rock band, the group have 
to deal with the pressure 
that comes with following 
up a successful record. 
Luckily, their new effort, 
Labyrinthes, delivers an¬ 
other dose of high-energy 
tunes, albeit with a few in¬ 
strumental jams thrown in 
the mix. 

Besides the amped-up 
tunes, the band continue to 
sing in their native tongue. 
That has some people ask¬ 
ing the band if, maybe, 
their next record will tackle 
the English language. No 
way, says Mineau. 

“We’re proud to sing in 
French,” says Mineau. 
“Plus, it’s the different lan¬ 
guage that sets us apart. It’s 
strange, because some peo¬ 
ple think if we sang in Eng¬ 
lish we’d be more popular, 
but the French thing has

served us well.” 

You might think that be¬ 
ing one of the only Fran¬ 
cophone rock bands tra¬ 
versing English North 
America would put some 
added pressure on the 
group to represent their 
province. But while they’re 
definitely enjo 3 dng the at¬ 
tention, they can’t be re¬ 
sponsible for helping eveiy 
French act looking for an¬ 
glophone attention. 

“I don’t feel the weight of 
other French bands on our 
shoulders,” he says. “If they 
don’t make it to the other 
side it’s not my fault.” 

Vy^ien it comes down to 
it, making it outside the 
francophone community 
has to do with one thing — 
good music. But it helps to 
be part of the much talked 
about Montreal music 
scene, which launched Ar¬ 
cade Fire and Wolf Parade. 

“Maybe we’re the band 
that relates the most to 
those groups,” he explains. 
“I doubt if another band 
that sings in French in 
Montreal has so many an- 
glophones at their shows.”

Meet Matt & Kim, the lov¬ 
able Brooklyn art-school 
couple block-rocking their 
way across the dancefloors 
of North Amercia. 

Matt Johnson 

(vocals/keyboards) and Kim 
Schifino (drums/vocals) 
met at the Pratt Institute, 
united by a shared love of 
hip hop, punk rock and ac¬ 
cessible, dance-friendly 
pop. Formed at the height 
of the “avante-noise” scene 
in New York, the pair took 
a cue from DFA Records 
and began making music 
that pushes beat and 
melody over intellect. 

“I think there’s a certain 
level of guilt in saying you 


play pop music, since so 
many people have done 
those chord progressions 
before,” said Johnson. 
“(But that was) the same 
(issue people faced) in our 
school film program. Since 
Shakespeare’s time, 

there’s always been an in¬ 
tuitive problem, rising ac¬ 
tion, conflict, and resolu¬ 
tion in drama ... If you’re 
creating films that lose 
that structure, it gets really 
boring.” 

The band’s tunes blend 
structured songcraft and 
loose, raw beats. In this 
sense. Grand’s up-front 
basslines and chunky, 
booming drums recall mid- 
90s Big Beat — the Cold- 
cuts, Prodigys and Chemical 
Brothers of the world. 
Though Johnson avoids 


comparisons to those 
sounds, instead labeling 
their music hip-hop influ¬ 
enced dance-punk, he said 
going big was a major focus. 

All the songs have Schifi¬ 
no’s drumbeats at their 
core. Then, Johnson hums 
melodies into a Dictaphone 
before hacking them out 
on his Yamaha C55 ana¬ 
logue synth, chosen be¬ 
cause it looks cool and “has 
the deepest bass tone ever.” 
But even those melodies 
are stripped. For example, 
on Good or Fashion Night¬ 
mare, the hook is played 
on modified piano keys 
tacked so the mallets make 
a banging, percussive 
sound. L 3 n’ics about life and 
love in NYC are filled in 
with Matt’s nasally vocals. 

The band’s interest in 


thick, upfront rh 3 Thm 
transfers into the band’s 
notorious live shows. 
While most drummers fill 
the kick drum with blan¬ 
kets and tighten up the 
head, Schifino keeps her 
set loose and empty — a 
setting that Johnson joked 
made plaster fall from the 
ceiling at a recent Vancou¬ 
ver show. 

“We wanted our kick 
drum cranked right out, so 
it sounded like a locker 
slamming closed — really 
big and tight,” he said.

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Pearl Jam revisits Ten

magine this: After 
years of false starts and 
disappointments, 
things finally click for 
your new band. Not on¬ 
ly does your debut record 
sell more than 15 million 
copies, but also becomes 
one of the cornerstones of 
the grunge revolution and 
a staple of Gen X’s musical 
diet forevermore. 

Now imagine this: No 
matter how many people 
tell you that your record is 
great, you still hate how it 
sounds. Welcome to the 
world of Pearl Jam and 
their Ten album. 

But come Tuesday, the 
band will finally get what 
they’ve always wanted: A 
version of Ten that meets 
with their approval. They 
tapped their favourite pro¬ 
ducer, Brendan O’Brien, to 
remix it using its original 
parts. Think “refurbish¬ 
ment” instead of “renova¬ 
tion.” 


“We put a lot of work in¬ 
to that record,” guitarist 
Stone Gossard told me, 
“and 1 think in the end, we 
were happy with it. But as 
much as we love (Ten pro¬ 
ducer Tim Palmer), it’s re¬ 
ally exciting to go back 
and revisit it.” 

Few bands ever get this 
kind of musical mulligan. 
“(Brendan) tweaked the 
colour and the sound,” 
says Stone, “You can hear a 
lot more energy coming 
out of it.” 

“1 think it was more 
about production values,” 
Eddie Vedder confided to 
me, “It wasn’t how it was 


played. There were certain 
things done in the studio to 
accentuate this part or that 
part — an effect or an echo. 
Looking back, it feels like 
artificial atmosphere. On 
the remixed version, it gets 
stripped down a bit and be¬ 
comes closer to what the 
initial core of what that 
music was at the time.” 

1 must confess that even 
after talking to Pearl Jam, 1 
wasn’t convinced — until 1 
heard the new version. The 
guitars are ... bigger, fatter, 
better. The mix seems 
cleaner and the music has 
extra clarity. Even though 
I’ve heard songs from Ten

countless times since it 
was released on Aug. 27, 
1991, 1 heard bits in the 
new mix that 1 had never 
heard before. 

Put aside your scepti¬ 
cism.

And if you get 
the chance, listen to the 
new vinyl edition. 

“That’s the thing you get 
to do if you stick around 
long enough,” adds Stone. 
Guitarist Mike McGready 
jumps in. “It only takes 20 
years.” 

Well, 17 years, 6 months 
and 26 days. But who’s 
counting?

DoiYon chronicles emotional rebirth

If there’s any indie rocker 
that you’d want as your 
mom, it’s got to be Julie 
Doiron. The New 
Brunswick-based singer- 
songwriter’s three kids are 
just learning about music 
and what better teacher to 
have than this former 
Eric’s Trip darling. 

“My 14-year-old son has 
been playing guitar for a 
year,” she says. “But he 
plays more when 1 sit down 
with him and teach him.” 

A few more lessons and, 
who knows, he might lead 
another East Goast rock 
revolution like Eric’s Trip 
did in the early ’90s. And, 
if he, or Doiron’s two girls, 
decides to make a serious 
go at a music career, she 
obviously can’t stop them. 

“1 would have to support 
them,” she says. “But it’s up 
to them. I’m not going to 
push them to do anything.” 

If they do get serious 
about a music career, at 
least they have a good mu¬ 
sical role model to look up 
to. Doiron has one of the 
more eclectic Ganadian ca¬ 
reers, signing to Sub Pop 


with Eric’s Trip in 1993, 
winning a Juno seven years 
later, and she’s just re¬ 
leased 1 Gan Wonder What 
You Did with Your Day, her 
ninth solo album. 

Unlike her previous disc, 
the Polaris Prize nominat¬ 
ed Woke Myself Up, Do¬ 
iron’s latest is a rockier, lo- 
fi affair reminiscent of her 
Eric’s Trip past. It’s also 
much more upbeat than a 
lot of her previous albums. 

“Right now I’m a pretty 
happy person,” she says. 
“It took a long time to un¬ 


derstand how to find that. 
1 had a good marriage, the 
most amazing kids, but 1 
was having a hard time 
finding a balance.” 

In order to get to a more 
positive place, she had to 
separate from her husband 
and learn how to love again. 

You’d think after an or¬ 
deal like that she’d be full 
of somber, introspective 
songs, but she reveals that 
she had trouble writing 
while her marriage was 
breaking up.

While the happier lyrics 
are refreshing, Doiron has¬ 
n’t turned into a twee pop 
act. There’s still moments 
of longing, confusion and 
doubt that puts a precari¬ 
ous spin on her newfound 
feelings. 

“I’m never full on jolly,” 
she makes sure to point 
out. “1 definitely feel bet¬ 
ter, but the record feels 
pretty human to me.”

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Jon Stewart's slams called unfair 


NBC Universal Chief Executive 
Jeff Zucker fired back at come¬ 
dian Jon Stewart recently, say¬ 
ing it was ''unfair” and 
"absurd” for the funnyman to 
criticize CNBC and question its 
coverage of financial news. 

“Everybody wants to find 
a scapegoat. That’s human 
nature,” Zucker said during 
a ke 3 mote address at a me¬ 
dia industry conference. 
“But to suggest that the 
business media or CNBC 
was responsible for what is 
going on now is absurd. 

“Just because someone 
who mocks authority says 
something doesn’t make it 
so,” Zucker said, describing 
the comedian’s comments 
as “completely out of line.” 

Zucker’s comments are 
the latest salvo in a war of 
words with Stewart, who 
hosts the mock news pro¬ 
gram The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart on the Comedy 
Central cable television net¬ 
work. 

Stewart has blasted CN¬ 
BC’s reporting of the finan¬ 
cial market meltdown, say¬ 
ing the channel was too 
cozy with corporate chiefs 
and key government offi¬ 


cials. 

Speaking later on 
Wednesday at the same 
event, Viacom Chief Execu¬ 
tive Philippe Dauman de¬ 
fended Stewart, among the 
top stars of his company’s 
Comedy Central network. 

“He’s veiy smart and has 
a connection with the Zeit¬ 
geist,” Dauman said. “Jon 
Stewart’s one of the few 
people on air who spoke to 
what people were thinking 
out there.” 

Stewart has lobbed partic¬ 
ularly harsh criticism at CN¬ 
BC commentator Jim 
Cramer, and last week invit¬ 
ed him for an appearance 
on the comedy show, where 
he hammered the guest for 
his coverage of Wall Street. 

“Listen, you knew what 
the banks were doing, yet 
were touting it for months 
and months,” Stewart said 
during his March 12 show. 
“The entire network was. 
Now to pretend that this 
was some sort of crazy, 
once-in-a-lifetime tsunami 
that nobody could have 
seen coming is disingenu¬ 
ous at best and criminal at 
worst.”

Salmon Cakes 
with Creamy 
Tomato Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) sun-dried 
tomatoes (not oil packed) 

4 garlic cloves, peeled 
1/3 cup (75 ml) plain fat- 
free yogurt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) hot red pep¬ 
per sauce 

1 large baking potato, 
thinly sliced 

1 can (14 3/4 ounces) pink 
salmon, drained 

2 tbsp (25 ml) plus H cup 
plain dried bread crumbs 
1/2 cup minced fresh dill 
1 tbsp (15 ml) capers, 
rinsed and drained 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

METHOD: 

1. Cook sun-dried 
tomatoes and 2 garlic 
cloves in small pot of boil¬ 
ing water for 3 minutes. 
Drain, reserving 1/3 cup 
(75 ml) cooking liquid. 
Transfer tomatoes and gar¬ 
lic to mini food processor. 
Add reserved cooking liq¬ 
uid, yogurt and hot pepper 


sauce, and puree. 

2. Meanwhile, cook potato 
and remaining 2 garlic 
cloves in medium pot of 
boiling water until tender, 
about 7 minutes. Drain 
and transfer to large bowl. 
With potato masher, mash 
potato and garlic. 

3. Stir in salmon, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) bread crumbs, dill, 
capers and salt. Shape 
salmon mixture into 8 
cakes. 

4. Heat oil in large 
nonstick skillet over medi¬ 
um heat. Dredge salmon 
cakes in remaining 1/2 cup 
bread crumbs. Add to skil¬ 
let and saute until golden 
brown and heated 
through, about 3 minutes 
per side. Serve with toma¬ 
to sauce.
